REMARKS ! 

In 1945 General Gustav Henuyey reported to the Preielng CIG voluntarily to 
give Important information and was referred to the U.S. 3rd Army Interrogation 
Center | 16 September 1945* He ia deacribed as being very intelligent* He re- 
portedly lived in Freising at the time of interrogation *2/ 

General Hennyey is a representative of the Hungarian Rational Counoil and 
Chief of the Munich of floe of the Hungarian Welfare Conmdttee .£/ According to one 
source he organized an opposition group to General Ferenc Parkas 1 emigre govern- 
ment. They later joined forces, however, to form a common organization called the 
Hungarian Liberty Movement (March 194S). This movement allegedly is not a party 
but rather an organization composed of all anti-Soviet Hungarians #3/ 

While making a tour of DP camps in the Munich area in July 1950, Otto von 
Habsburg was asked by ton. Hennyey to include the following points in a speech 
Otto was to mk» : (l) Otto and Adm. Horthy had resolved their differences! (2) 

all Hungarian emigre officers and soldiers owe their first allegiance to the Hun- 
garian National Council; and (3) the MHBK (Brotherhood of Comrade s— in-Arms ) should 
subordinate itself to a non-political governing ccnnittee directly under the Hun- 
garian Rational Council to keep it free from partisan poll tics *2/
